‘Convergence of Moon and Venus 


Provides Rare Sight in Night Sky College Park Pastor 


The paths of the moon and the 
planet Venus “converged” yester- 
day evening, affording one of na- 
tures rare and beautiful spec- 
tacles for those interested in as- 
tronomical phenomena. 

Jast after sunset the planet ap- 
peared to be hanging on the low- 
er tip of the half-moon, and Dr. 
J. F. Messick, professor of astron- 
omy at Emory University. said 
close observers were able to see 
Venus “disappear” momentarily 
behind the moon. 

Dr. Messick said the pennqenane

with the best view possibly seen 
in the Ohio valley.

ATHENS, May 5.—(UP)—Former 
Premier Eleutherios Venizelos and 
his aide, General Nicholas Plastiras, 
Were sentenced to death today, the 
former on charges he led the recent 
abortive revolution. 

The sentence apparently completes 
the courts-martial of leaders in the 
uprising, several of whom hare been 
executed. Venizelos fled when the 
rebellion failed, and is living in Paris. 

Death sentences “by default” also 
were passed on former Justice Min- 
ister Joseph Condouros and Manuel 
Tjanakakis, military governor of Crete 
during the revolt. 

Venizelos’ son, Kyriacos' Venizelos, 
Was sentenced to 10 years: former 
_Finance Minister George Maris and 
ex-Minister of Marine Pepes Angrr- 
opoulos, 20, and ex-President Stylian- 
os Gonatas, of the senate, five years. 

Nineteen others were sentenced ta 
minor punishments or acquitted.

Many skulls were bruised, but ap- 
parently no one was seriously burt.

While the demonstrators believed 
they were cheering an opposition vic- 
torv—real or moral—the government 
‘radio was telling another story. 

All government sources maintained 
the regime of Premier Bogoljub Yev- 
'tich, which is carrying on the gov- 
ernment. of the assassinated King 
Alexander. won the indorsement of 
voters and some preliminary figures 
from what is known to be a Serb 
stronghold seemed to support this con- 
tention. 

The government said it received 
29,500 votes in Belgrade to the op- 
position’s 9,000, while at Sarajevo 
the count was given as 7,000 for the

Each 
year she had gathered them and treat- 
ed each year's yield separately. She 
knew she could not put freshly with- 
ered rose leaves in a pot pourri al- 
ready made. Other things were nec- 
essary before they could be added. 

She had worked out her formula so 
often she almost knew it by heart.

Toss the petals lightly on a table 
in a cool, airy place and let them lie 
exposed to air for 24 hours. Then 
put them in a glass jar. sprinkling salt 
very lightly over half-inch lavers of 
the petals.
